T H E AMERICANIZATION CAMPAIGN. 


The state of Rhode Island, which with its busy factory life has a 


heavy proportion 
of illiteracy, has organized an Americanization cam­ 


paign that might 
well serve as a model for all parts of the country. 


Its American c itizen sh ip campaign committee, reports that after two 


years work, that 
one-third of the adult aliens of the state have al­ 


ready applied for naturalization. 


Au effort was made to canvass all foreign-born unnaturalized in­ 


habitants of the state by letters and personal visits. 
Many public 


meetings were held, and pamphlets written in five languages were 


distributed. 
The people of the state took up the work with a devo­ 


tion and enthusiasm which assured its success. 


The experience of Rhode Island suggests that any state or town 


can practically wipe out illiteracy in a few years of effort, and a 


great many communities have taken up the idea. 


Americanization campaigns iii many places have achieved onl> 


limited success, as a result of failure to reach the alien women. 
The 


men are induced to attend classes, while the foreign born wife re­ 
mains at home and continues absorbed in her old /country ideas. 
Her 


husband finishes bis class work, having made a fair beginning at 


learning English speech, hut lie needs the help of his family so he 


can speak English at home and keep his lessons in mind. 
This in* 


fails to find because the wife has been overlooked in the plans ol 


those who aided the husband. 


And if be must always talk bis native tongue at home he is hound j 


to forget all he has learned in the classes aud soon he will sink bark 


into his form er state. 
Resides this in these days when women will soon be voting all ; 


over the country, the alien woman needs help quite as much as the j 


m an if she is to become a good citizen of the Republic.

at the conference. 
“I believe the women of

world will eventually adopt 
the

now,” he added, “are of no fur 
titer service to the country.”

elusion from civilized 
society.’’ 
which no European nation could 
endure for six months.

ph&sized that the boycott was an 
automatic step short of war and 
that under the covenant all actual 
questions of war or peace wrould 
be reserved for decision by Con­ 
gress. 
The president 
declared 
that 
while the United States formerly 
was looked upon abroad as a set 
f'ah nation, that opinion had been 
“absolutely reversed.” 
It now was 
America’s privilege, he said. 
to 
lead the world “unless the cynical 
counsels of some of our acquaint- 
rnces prevailed.” 
Detailing the cost of the w ar in 
rnonev and in battle deaths, Wil­ 
son said a1! of this sacrifice was 
made because the world never had 
had the courage to set up such 
system of arbitration 
Bion as the league 
posed.

erica Tinoeo, on August 9, last, is 
still an unsolved my stilly.' with in­ 
dications that the .slayer may never 
be brought .to arfejyer for his crime, j 
The fortnight f binh has, elapsed j 
since the tragedy has brought out,I 
a number of interesting fact sp iri t 
connection with it which has never j 
before been told. 
Joaquin was 29 years old. one of i 
the handsomest men in Costa Rica, 
a quick shooter and courageous as j 
a lion. 
He was tall and of athletic 
build, fond of horses and a member ! 
of one of tile most distinguished j 
families. 
He rarely went unarmed 
and had fought a number of die Is. 
The widow of one of his adversar­ 
ies. a lawyer he had killed in a 
revolver fight a few years ago, J 
sought to avenge her husband and 
fired five shots at close range at • 
Tinoeo, but the latter survived his : 
wounds. 
Given War Portfolio. 
When on January 27. 1917. his I 
brother. Frederic©, who was minis- I 
ter of war in the cabinet of Prest-j 
dent Alfredo Gonzales, deposed the 
latter and became head of the gov- j 
eminent, Joaquin 
was given 
th e 1 
war portfolio, and thereupon, it 1 
is said became the real president 


i of Costa Rica. 
For two years p r e - J 
1 viogsly Joaquin had been fighting 
revolutionists and personal enem­ 
ies. and when he became minister ' 
of war he became still more ener­ 
getic and aggressive.
